Three arrests have 
been 
made in 
York 
on 
the 
charge of furnishing 
liquor to soldiers in uniform. There 
has been a general exodus night after 
night of the soldiers from the Gettys­ 
burg camp to Y'ork and a number of 
them have become intoxicated in the 
latter place. The fact that the men are 
not required to be in camp before 
f>:30 a. rn. allows time for an all-night 
party and the police at York have 
started to run down offenders. 
The 
first 
two 
men 
taken were 
Harry E. Wilhelm, aged 23, residing 
at Hotel York, and Harry Stambaugh, 
aged 18, of 829 South Beaver street. 
Both were arrested by Patrolman 
Jones 
after 
they 
were accused of 
furnishing liquor to two uniformed 
men 
Friday 
evening 
on 
Market 
street, between Duke street and Cen­ 
tre Square. The arrest was made by 
direction of Mayor Hugentugler. 
At a preliminary hearing in Y'ork 
Saturday Wilhelm 
was 
held while 
Stambaugh was discharged as there 
was not sufficient evidence to indicate 
his guilt. 


Y'ork, June 26—Sam Bush, 26 year* 
old, a member of Company E„ Fourth 
U. S. Infantry, now encamped at Get­ 
tysburg, was arrested by Detective 
William 
Eisenhart 
and 
Patrolman 
Thomas Jones on Saturday night for 
furnishing liquor to soldiers in uni­ 
form. He is being held at the city 
prison awaiting the arrival of a guard 
from Gettysburg, where he will be 
dealt with by the military authorities. 
Bush, who is a Russian, came to 
York Saturday in uniform, bringing 
with him in a suit case his civilian 
clothes. Going to a private alley in the 
rear of a South George street restau­ 
rant, he expunged his uniform for 
the civilian clothes. Then he visited a 
number of drinking places and pro­ 
cured liquor which 
he 
distribute*! 
among the uniformed men. Informa­ 
tion of Hush’s conduct came to the a t­ 
tention of the police and led to his 
arrest. 
Mayor E. S. Hugentugler, yester­ 
day morning, communicated by tele­ 
phone with Colonel Hatch, to whose 
regiment Bush belong*. The colonel 
instructed the mayor 
to hold 
the 
prisoner perilling the arrival of a 
guard which will take 
him back to 
lamp where his case will be disposed 
of. 


The York Daily says, “ Many of the 
soldiers coming 
to Y'ork from the 
camp at Gettysburg hove been getting 
liquor by some means, although the 
law forbids selling liquor to a man 
wearing the uniform of the United 
S ta tes” 
The Y'ork Gazette says, “It is claim­ 
ed 
that 
the 
young 
men accepted 
money from the soldiers, who could 
not buy liquor because they were in 
uniform, and they bought whiskey 
und gave it to the soldiers. It has been 
noticed that a number of the soldier* 
who come from Gettysburg to this 
city get intoxicated and the police 
watched to see where they got it. The 
result was the arrest of YVilhelm and 
Stambaugh. There are others under 
suspicion/ 
“Mrs. Elsie Singmaster L e v a n , of 
Gettysburg, 
has communicated with 
prominent Y'ork citizens, suggesting 
that some provision be made for the 
entertainment and 
pastime 
of the 
soldiers who come from Gettysburg 
so that they can be kept out of mis­ 
chief.” 
It might be well to note that the 
law forbids not only the selling of 
liquor to soldiers in uniform but also 
“furnishing” it, whether or not any 
money is involved in the transaction. 


Heeding the requests of the people 
of Gettysburg 
and men connected 
with the big camp here, officials of 
the Western Maryland Railway have 
decided to give better connections be­ 
tween Baltimore and this place.

1 
for York, will leave about 8:00 and 
go to Baltimore instead, and the even- I 
ing train from Y'ork to Gettysburg 
arriving at 7:01 will come from Balti­ 
more. The exact time will be given 
later in the week. After this week 
the temporary milk train service will 
la' taken off. 
This gives Gettysburg 
the 
same 
Baltimore service as several years 
ago, before the Pittsburgh express 
trains were put on, aud the new a r­ 
rangement will prove generally satis­ 
factory.

People Asked to Sweep Dust to 
Get Ready for Sprinkler 
this Week. 


The committee having in charge the 
oiling of 
the streets of town 
states 
that work is expected to be started on 
Wednesday 
and that the entire 
job 
will likely In* complete! in two days. 
The oil is to l>e applied with a sprink­ 
ler and, with favorable weather condi­ 
tions, it will take a short time to each 
block. 
On account of the fact that people 
will not have to contribute financially 
to this work, they are asked to help 
prepare for the oiling by sweeping up 
the dust in front of their residences 
and business places. 
This will allow' 
the work to be done much more rap­ 
idly than if a force of hands had to go 
over the route ahead of the sprinkler. 
Sweep the dust to the side of the 
road, in a ridge about three feet from 
the curb. This w ill clean the road and 
at the same time prevent the oil from 
running into the gutter and marking j 
the curbing. 
The streets named for the oiling, up 
to this time, are Baltimore, 
Carlisle, 
Washington, 
Buford, and 
Middle 
street*, and Steinwehr avenue. If the 
committee determines that other high­ 
ways in town need it, and if there is 
sufficient oil 
to allow it, some other 
streets will get similar attention. 
A single tank of 
20,000 gallons of 
oil 
has 
been 
purchased 
from 
the 
Atlantic Refining 
Company and that 
concern will also have charge of the 
application.

Many Mistaken Beliefs About Safety 
of Various Kinds. 


(By United Press) 
Washington, 
June 
25— Inexpert 
persons 
who 
Insist 
on 
collecting 
“mushrooms” ami afterw ard die of 
regret—and poison—on learning they 
picked the poisonous kind, are w arn­ 
ed by the department of agriculture 
that there is no simple test for dis­ 
tinguishing the eatables 
from 
the 
other. 
For example, 
the common 
belief 
that any mushroom may be eaten with 
safety if the skin can be peeled read­ 
ily from the cap is 
unfounded. The 
same peeling is possible with many 
poisonous species. 
The presence of insects 
on m ush­ 
room, too, is no proof they are safe 
for human consumption. The common 
belief that if mushrooms are soaked 
or boiled in salt w ater they will do 
no harm, also is a dangerous and un­ 
founded supposition.
